Burlington Men Responsible for a Wreck. 
More of Hronek's Bombs Found. 

Chicago, July 47.— Speaking with refer- 
ence to the claim made by the Burlington 
strikers that the strjks has cost that road 
about $4,000,000, Paul Viorton said last even- 
ing: "That is not to. The strike has cost 
us lots of money and we expected it would 
when we refused to accede to the demands of 
the men. I suppose the strike has cost us 
between $1, 500,00b and $2,000,000. They 
base their estimates upon a comparison be 
tween the reports for the first six months of 
1887 and 1888. 

" V year ago the Burlington tlid the largest 
business in its history. Rates were high and 
there were immense amounts of grain to be 
transported. This year's business has been 
dull with all the lines, notwithstanding the 
fact that our competitor* had temporarily 
a portion of our business The Ruck Island 
•hows a shrinkage of nearly $2,000,000 and 
the other roa Is are in the same boat. Our 
stock has held its own against all attacks and 
we are now transacting our full share of 
business. Every one is satisfied with the 
freight and passenger service that is being 
rendered, except the men who went on a 
strike. I am sorry that our success has had 
the effect of driving them to desperation." 

Bomb In a Freight Car. 

Chicago, July 27.— What is supposed to 
be a huge bomb was found Wednesday by 
men engaged in unloading a car of apples, 
which came from New Albany, Ind. The 
end of one of the barrels was broken, and on 
glanoing in the men saw what appeared to be 
a bar of iron in among the apple*. When 
■ token out it proved to be a piece of iron pip9 
j i jree inches in diameter and sixteen inches 
in length. 

Both ends were plugged with some hard 
material, apparently asbestos, and from one 
and projected a charred piece of soft woolly 
cord, apparently intended for a fuse.

Burlington Employes to Blame. 

Chicago, July 27.— A collision that nar- 
rowly missed resulting in the death of a 
number of passengers and train hands oc- 
curred on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
railroad at the Sixteenth street crossiug. 
Luckily no person was injured, but four cars 
of Burlington freight train were derailed 
and a Chicago & Eastern Illinois engine 
badly mashed. The right of way belonged 
to the Chicago & Eastern Illinois engine, the 
Burlington train being blocked by a gate. 

Spectators say that no Burlington train- 
men were on the rear of the train and that 
the accident was due entirely to Burlington 
men. A Grand Trunk passenger train on a 
parallel track to the Chicago & Eastern Illi- 
nois came within a hair's breadth of being 
wrecked by the overturning Eastern Illinois 
engine. The damage is estimated at $10,000.

Chicago, July 27.— It is stated that since 
the arrest of Hronek, chief would-be assassin 
of Gary, Grinnell and Bonfleld, the police 
have made an important discovery by work- 
ing upon the fears of Hronek 's wife. Sur 
prisingly little dynamite was found at 
HronekV house at the time of his arrest, 
the bulk of the contraband goods con- 
sisting of bombs in various stages of com- 
pletion. 

The poHce was convinced that he had ac- 
cess to plenty of dynamite, and when toe 
subject was properly presented to Mrs. 
Hronek, she led the way to the basement of 
the building in which Bsvto's shop is, and to 
the delight of the officers, who allowed her 
to do the searching, returned to the open air 
with a market basket full of half pound 
sticks of the stuff. There were fully ten 
of it, enough to have blown the 
rhood skyward. It is said 
that Sevic, as well as Hronek. knew where 
the dynamite was concealed.

The Floor of as Old Armory In New TorSt 
Gives Way— One Girl Killed. 
New York, July 27 — An old armory at 
Elm and White streets has been used for 
commercial purposes for some years though 
still owned by the city. Wednesday after- 
noon the gallery along thirty two feet of one 
tide of the building collapsed and fell, carry- 
ing down with it Ave folding-raachines and 
about fifty girls and women. Over two 
hundred girls and women were at work at 
the time in the building, and they fled panio 
i trick an to the street Effort was at one* 
made to get out those confined in the ruins. 
Women were shrieking and fainting and 
shrieks and moans of pain and fright came 
from the wreck. Blocks were rigged up and 
the work of removal began. 

The ground floor was occupied by John 
Simmons' iron pipe dealer, and the main hall 
by the McWilliam* Printing company. The 
Lovell Manufacturing company book 
printers ami binders' occupied a wide gallery 
around the hall fifteen fret from the floor. 
In the gallery were the five heavy folding 
machines ami tons upon tons of printed mat- 
ter. The gallery was supported by wooden 
uprights, resting upon the floor of the hall 
Under this hung heavy iron pipes in stock. 
The double strain had reached the breaking 
point and the northeast part of the gallery 
had fallen. The five heavy folding machines 
sank through the floor of the hall. The floor 
yielded and the mass crushed through to the 
ground floor. 

Six girls who had been working at the 
machines went down in the wreck all the 
way to the ground floor. The rest managed 
to escape. Two of the six girls were unin - 




Jured, though badly frightened. Mary Bag- 
nell, of Brooklyn, lay dead, her bands 
clutching a piece of the sheet she was hold- 
ing when the crash came. The other girls 
had fallen in such a way that the debris 
formed an arch over their heads. They were 
unhurt The sixth, Mrs. Mary McDonald, 
was badly bruised about one leg.

COLOR ED POLIT ICIANS 

Hold a lively Convention In Indlanopolls. 
"Rasors In the Air." 

Indianapolis, July 27.— Tbe colored con- 
vention held here Wednesday was one of the 
spicsst things in its way that ever visited 
the capital city. 

About fifty representatives from outside 
and some local politicians met in the Hen- 
dricks club rooms J. Milton Turner called 
the meeting to order. Grover Cleveland 
was unanimously indorsed 

Noah Plumnier, of Masascbiisetts, was ap- 
pointed temporary secretary, and the rest of 
the morning was taken up in a wrangle over 
a motion for tbe appointment of a commit- 
tee on permanent organization. The chair- 
man could not silence the squabblers, and 
even the sergeant at-arms .was powerless. 
Peter H. Clark, a refined and educated col- 
ored gentleman of Cincinnati, made an ap- 
peal that commanded respectful attention. 

Tbe fun began at the afternoon session 
between tbe friends of Turner and those 
of Clarke, candidates for office of permanent 
chairman. Speeches were mads by Taylor, 
of Kansas City, and Fortune, of New York, 
reflecting severely on Turner's lack of fidel- 
ity to the Democracy. Turner responded 
hotly, and the meeting resolved itself into a 
wild, free-for-all war of words. Clarke ' 
grew disgusted and peremptorily withdrew 
his name, but was afterward persuaded to 
let it stand. 

The first ballot was announced to be a tie, 
82 to 32. whereupon a wild cry of "fraud" 
was raised, and during the confusion that 
followed Oglesby, of Columbus, received a 
blow in the face anil drew a revolver upon 
Plumiuer.

The Bulgarian Plot — Notes. 

Paris, July 27.— The Revue Generals de 
PJBtat-Major dm made lome estimates and 
tLtim on tome startling announee- 
nta. It nays that in 1869 the armies of 
Europe on a war footing numbered fi,918,000, 
since when they have been increased to 
16,U00,00O, and under the laws already 
passed, next year will see 19,000,000 men 
equipped for war on land. Besides the«e the 
naval forces have grown into mill ions. 

The navies of Europe are stupendous, and 
the means of destruction terrible to contem- 
plate. Small arms firing 300 balls a minute 
carry with precision and kill at 1,000 paces, 
or if melinite is back of the balls, instead of 
common powder, at two or three miles. 
Guns are on shipboard each weighing ^'40,000 
pounds, and throwing projectiles weigh- 
ing 1,800 pounds from five to ten miles, 
with a force to pierce thirty-six inches of 
solid iron. 

The vast armored ships on which such en- 
gines are carried, although seemingly irre- 
tistable, are nevertheless subject to be blown 
out of the water by the sneaking torpedo 
projected beneath the surface In all the 
late wars the projectiles of the heaviest guns 
weighed from thirty to seventy pounds, and 
if the enemy was more than a mile distant 
there was no expectation of doing him much 
harm. The armor of the monitors and rams, 
which in the American war were ball proof, 
would now be scarcely better protection 
than sheets of brown paper. 

There are those so hopeful as to see in 
these means of destruction a prospect of 
peace. On the contrary the efficiency of its 
armament only renders a nation more confi- 
dent of victory. As with the individual who 
is the more belligerent in proportion to the 
means with which he is furnished for inflict- 
ing injury, so with nations. 

After all the means of killing are but pro- 
portioned to the millions whom some half 
do«en autocrats of Europe have made ready 
to be killed, it would be nobody's business if 
these millions eagerly desired to be killed or 
to kill each other, bnt for the most part they 
do not At least half of them are fathers 
of families, who very unwilling stand ready 
to blow each other into atoms, or give up so 
many of the best years of their lives to prac- 
ticing the arts of slaughter. The necessity 
for making republican France a nation of 
of soldiers has been forced upon her by her 
unfriendly neighbors. 

The Bulgarian Plot. 

London, JUly 27.— The revival of attempt* 
by the Zankoff party in Bulgaria to rid the 
country of Prince Ferdinand by assassina- 
tion, as alleged by Wednesday dispatches 
definitely disposes of the reports that Russia 
has resolved to have net Inn/ further to do 
in the matter of Bulgaria!* status and the 
question of the principality's rulership. 
Zankoff and his colleagues havo not for 
several years made a single political move 
except at the request of Russia and under 
the instructions of accredited Rifisian agents 
and it is alwurd to assume that now that the 
leader of that party and his c hief followers 
are outlawed iu Bulgrria and refugees in 
Russia that they are taking measures of 
revenge or seeking reinstatement in their 
own countries with the advice of their late 
counsellors or the instructions of their 
present protectors. 

Despite the much heralded protestations of 
Russian indifference to the future ' of Bul- 
garia, during the visit to St. Petersburg of 
the emperor of Germany, nob sly believes 
that the czar has for a moment lost sight of 
the paramount object of his lnte interference 
in Bulgaria— the expulsion of the Coburg 
prince and the permanent occupation of 
Bulgaria and Romola by Russian troop*. If 
there was really a plot to remove Prince 
Ferdinand from the Bulgarian throne in a 
manner precluding all possibility of his re 
return In the flesh, as is alleged by the re- 
port*, implicit reliance may be placed on the 
assumption that the Russian government 
planned it, though it* execution devolved 
upon Zanhoff and his henchman. 

Whether Prince Ferdinand be slain, or in 
some pleasanter manner makes his exit from 
Bulgaria, it is the opinion of continental 
politicians that his stay in Sofia will not be 
prolonged beyond the spring months of 18sfl 
and it is generally believed that whatever 
means may be taken to affect Prince Ferdi- 
nand's expulsion Germany will offer no in- 
terference. For obvious reason* Russia will 
not be substituted for Austria for an ally 
•f Germany, but it is quite plain that the 
visit of Emperor William to St. Petersburg 
has greatly reduced the necessity of Ger- 
many's reliance upon Austria in the event of 
hostilities from any quarter, though it has 
undoubtedly increased the degree of depend- 
ence of Austria upon Germany in similar
